New raids were made on the Jap- 
anese base at Lae on northern New 
Guinea coast today after damaging 
attacks yesterday on Lae and Ku- 
pang. 

“One enemy fighter was shot 
down and two others probably 
were destroyed and a fourth dam- 
aged during yesterday's operations 
at Lae and Kupang,” the communi- 
que said. 

The attacks on Lae and Kupang 
followed the Rabaul raid on Sun- 
day when Australian fighters pro- 
tected the American flying fort- 
resses.

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ANALYSIS OF WAR IN EASTERN EUROP 
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Battle Of Russia Hasn’t Much More Than Begun

Jonas Lie, the Quisling police 
chief, was ready on Sunday to arrest 
all the clergy but the German or- 
ders cancelled his plans. 

A committee of six, three from 
the Quisling parliament and three 
from the resigned clergy, was 
named te reach a compromise 
settlement. A spokesman said 
that the clergy, upon being ad- 
vised of the committee appoint- 
ments, replied: 

“No compromise is possible. We 
are determined the church must 
have a free hand and that the decree 
providing for forced labor for chil- 
dren must be withdrawn,” 


ARMY TAKES HAND 

It wags indicated that German mil- 
{tary authorities took the lead in 
opposing Quisling and certain cir- 
cles in Germany, presumably Nazi 
leaders, who wanted to force the 
church to yield. 

It had been reported previously 
that Bishop Evyind Berggray of 
Oslo had been sent to a Nazi con- 
centration camp and that the pro- 
perty of the Norwegian bishops was 
being confiscated. 

A dispatch from Stockholm, how- 
ever, said that a delegation of Ger- 
man “church experts” was en route 
to Oslo to aid in attempts to bring 
about a settlement, Their main ob- 
ject was said to be to find a church 
leader or several leaders who 
would compromise on the issue,

(Petain, sometimes with Darlan 
present, had held a series of sec- 
ret conferences with Laval dur- 
ing the last two weeks, the latest 
Saturday.) 

(Germany is bitterly angry be- 
Cause the former leaders are being 
tried not for starting the war, as 
the Nazis wanted, but for losing it, 
and has demanded that France ad- 
mit, in the form of a trial, respon- 
sibility for starting the war.) 


OUT SINCE 1940 


Laval returned to power after a 
political eclipse which blanked him 
out of the cabinet as Vice-Premier 
in December, 1940, two months after 
Petain and Adolf Hitler, at a meet- 
ing on the border of unoccupied 
France, had agreed “in principle” to 
collaborate. 

Laval had made frequent visits to 
Paris to consult fellow collabora- 
tionist leaders there and his recent 
talks with Petain coincided with 
persistent German-inspired reports 
of a change in the cabinet which 
would put him back in the cabinet. 

At Paris, Aug, 27 last, Laval was 


visiting a headquarters of the 
French “Legion” organized to 
fight against Russia, when a 


young Frenchman shot and seri- 
ously wounded him and Marcel 
Deat, Paris editor regarded ag & 
spokesman for Laval and as the 
most vigorous Paris collaboration- 
ist leader. 

Late last month Laval started his 
series of talks with Petain. 

April 2 he issued a communique 
in which he said: 

“As initiator of the Montoire 
policy, at Montoire where Marshal 
Petain met Fuehrer Hitler in Octo- 
ber, 1940, for a talk on collabor- 
ation and considering that the ex- 
ternal] situation of France is grow- 
ing worse daily, I thought it my 
duty to have an interview with 
Marshal Petain. 

“Conversations have taken place 
between the chief of state and my- 
self. They ended today with the 
last interview at Marshal Petain’s 
headquarters.” 


. 
RELATIONS DETERIORATE 

At the time. this was taken to 
mean that Petain had refused de- 
mands made by Laval for his sup- 
port of the government or for his 
return to it, 

Since then relations with Ger- 
many had deteriorated steadily a+ 
German-controlled Paris news- 
Papers denounced the Riom trial 
and demanded a reorganization of 
the cabinet which would swing 
France to collaboration. 

(They had reported that Germany 
had set a time limit for co-oper- 
ation and that France faced disaster 
if it did not act ih time. One editor 
gave Field Marshal Hermann Goer- 
ing, Nazi No. 2, as saying that the 
time limit was the start of the Ger- 
man spring attack on Russia.) 


BRITAIN TAKES GRAVE 
VIEW OF VICHY MOVE

The foreign office commentator, 
however, pictured the Vichy re- 
organization as forced on the Pe- 
tain regime by the Nazis because 
“the Germans are to a high de- 
gree nervous about affairs in 
France.” 

The stock of Admiral Jean Dar- 
lan, vice-premier and foreign min- 
ister in the former cabinet, is known 
to have been falling in France and, 
from the German point of view, he 
was useless to foster further col- 
laboration, the commentator added. 

He said there was a corresponding 
upswing in pro-Allied sympathy in 
France and that Vichy’s inability to 
cope with it had aroused the Ger- 
mans to force Petain’s acceptance 
of Laval. 


MAY GET FLEET 

Darlan was described, neverthe- 
less, as being “as much in favor of 
collaboration with Germany as 
ever,” 

Diplomatic sources expressed be- 
lief his presence with Laval in the 
same cabinet probably would en- 
hance Germany's prospects of get- 
ting the French fleet for Axis oper- 
ations against Britain in the eastern 
Mediterranean area. 

Two other causes contributing 
to the revision, the foreign office 
commentator said, were the Riom 
trials and Vichy’s failure to handle

Plastic Eye Is 
Made To Move 
With Real One 


NEW ORLEANS, April 14.— 
(AP)—An artificial eye that 
moves in conjunction with the 
real one, something doctors have 
been seeking for years, has been 
developed by a New- Orleans 
oculist who reports its successful 
use in dozens of cases. 

The eye is made of lucite, a com- 
mercial plastic which can be fitted 
to the muscles to permit motion 

Dr. Theodore J. Dimitry, director 
of the Department of Ophthalmo- 
logy at Louisiana State University 
Medical College here, has announc- 
ed development of the moving eye 
after 35 years of attention to the 
problem. 

He has not yet made his discov- 
ery available for commercial manu- 
facture but has employed it in his 
private practice and in treatment of 
charity patients at the L.S.U. clinics. 

Unlike glass eyes, which are made 
by artisans and must be fitted by 
oculists just as a shoe is fitted to 
the foot, the plastic eye is adapted 
to the individual. The doctor can 
mould its size and shape, and even 
the color ig matched with the pati- 
ent’s good eye by color photography 
or painting.

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A Date To Remember 


Starting at the first of May it will be 
an offence against the law for any person, 
not specially authorized, to drive a motor 
vehicle anywhere in Canada faster than 
40 miles per hour. Where provincial or 
municipal regulations set a lower speed 
limit, this will still hold. The exceptions 
are of course members of the armed 
forces, firemen, policemen, ambulance driv- 
ers, and air raid protection units—but only 
when these can show that their duties re- 
quired them to drive faster than 40 miles 
per hour. 

The penalties are severe. A first of- 
fender may draw a fine of $50, or ten days’ 
imprisonment, or both. For a second of- 
fence the fine may be $100, the jail sen- 
tence 15 days, or both fine and imprison- 
ment may be imposed. For subsequent 
offences the fine may be $200 and the jail 
sentence may be 30 days, and both may 
befall the transgressor. Obviously, it will 
pay to remember the date, and the limit.

If two years ago anyone had predicted 
that Canadians would now be fighting in 
India he would have been thought to be 
over-working his imagination, But they 
are there, flying fighting planes, and made 
their presence known to the enemy very 
plainly when the Japanese tried to repeat 
the Pearl Harbor affair at Colombo. And 
who in Canada does not feel gratified that 
when the need arose there were no bar- 
riers, legal or other, to prevent them being 
sent to that theatre? Or who will dispute 
that in knocking Japanese planes out of 
the air these men were in a very real and 
effective way defending Canada? 

It may—as it may not—become neces- 
sary to send Canadian soldiers as far from 
home as these Canadian airmen have been 
sent, if we are to play our full and honor- 
able part in destroying the Axis. This war 
has taken many turns which even experts 
did not foresee and which laymen could 
not suppose possible. It may take more 
turns of an unexpected kind. Whatever 
circumstances may arise, there should be 
no restrictions on the employment of Can- 
adian land troops where they may be 
needed, as there are no restrictions on the 
employment of Canadian sailors and air- 
men, 

This is why a plebiscite is being held 
on the 27th of this month. The purpose, 
and the only purpose, is to give our Gov- 
ernment as free a hand in using Canadian 
land forces as it now has in the disposition 
of our sea and air forces, 


The Tools Exhibit 


It may be supposed that one purpose 
in sending a train-load of military equip- 
ment on tour of the railways is to show 
the taxpayer what he is getting for the 
hundreds of millions of dollars he is put- 
ting into the tools of war and the fac- 
tories to make them. That at any rate is 
one result, The array of weapons and 
other soldier essentials is bewildering, and 
only a simple problem in multiplication is 
required to give the observer an impres- 
sive, if not very accurate, idea of what is 
involved in,outfitting a modern army. 

Gone are the days when an army was 
created by recruiting the required number 
of men, putting them in uniform, giving 
them rifles, and drilling them. That is only 
the beginning of building a present day 
fighting force, There still has to be added 
the trucks and carriers and guns and 
tanks and planes—all in numbers beyond 
precedent and beyond amateur conjecture; 
and there must also follow the training of 
the crews to handle these varied and high- 
ly complicated pieces of equipment. The 
camp of an infantry battalion now has as 
many ‘covered wagons” as a circus, and 
much more costly. An armored division 
must take along as much machinery as the 
Benoertinne complemént of a good sized 
city. 

Canadas fighting men are, properly, 
being supplied with the best weapons and 
other necessities that ingenuity has de- 
vised and money can get produced. The 
object is also to supply them more plenti- 
fully than enemy troops. A visit to the 
equipment train is a liberal education in 
what this involves, in time, materials, 
skilled labor, manufacturing plants—and, 
of course, money. 
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Hitting Where It Hurts 


The around-the-clock offensive which 
the R.A.F. is carrying on may not be a 
Satisfactory substitute for a “second 
front”, but it is doing a vast amount of 
damage to the enemy at relatively low 
cost, and may be more immediately help- 
ful to Russia than the launching of an 
invasion of the continent, which would of 
necessity take considerable time. It may 
also be the only kind of offensive present- 
ly possible, because of lack of shipping. 
No one apparently questions that it would 
be suicidal to invade the continent with 
less than a million men, and to transport 
and majntain such an army would, it is 
said, require eight tons of ship per man. 
That eight million tons of carriers could 
be taken off the Atlantic routes and the 
routes to the Far East, and devoted to 
this cross-Channel service, there ig alto- 
gether too much reason to doubt, 
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Now Is Most Favorable Time For Social Security 


The ratio of losses in the bombing 
raids has been low. When it is announced 
that a dozen bombers failed to return from 
a night's operations it may be assumed 
that 200—or perhaps double that many— 
flew across from bases in Britain to at- 
tack works in enemy country. Where they 
pass they leave heaps of debris in place of 
munitions factories, harbor works and 
railway junctions. Sunday night’s raid 
was one of the heaviest and most sus- 
tained yet made. It ranged from occupied 
France to Germany to the industrial tri- 
angle in northern Italy. That single night's 
raiding may easily have accomplished as 
much as the destruction of an entire 
armored division on the Russian front. 

Mr. Bevan, Minister of Labor, says 
British factories are now turning out as 
many planes as all the plants in and con- 
trolled by Germany, while United States 
production “within five or six weeks will 
be equal to the total output of Germany, 
Italy and Japan”.

The Japanese have occupied a small 
island, which the Australians long ago 
evacuated, 350 miles behind their advanced 
base in New Guinea. This is taken to mean 
that Tokyo is changing to a defensive pol- 
icy on the Australian approaches. If so, 
this is being done because lengthening 
lines of communication and the loss of 
transports are creating difficulties of sup- 
ply a8 the forces driving toward India get 
farther from home. Australia would not 
be left as an Allied bastion on the flank 
of the Japanese communication lines if it 
were possible to carry on offensives there 
and against India at the same time.

It is this delusion that prompts 
most opposition to social secur- 
lity measures, And the opponent 
‘of social security measures, in a 
broad effective way, simply 
stamps himself with obsolecent 
thinking and an archaic habit of 


mind, 
Valuable 


Looking at the social problem 
from an exelusively economic 
angle, the student of sociology 
must come to this first conclu- 
sion; that the primary wealth of 
a state does not lie in its money 
reserve, its raw materials or in 
its physical resources, but in the 
capacity of its manpower for 
converting those latter things 
into forms for the valuable use 
of human beings. 

An _ individual 


is a valuable 


social asset because of his or her 
far for work and produce 
tion. 

Indeed, some economists have 
endeavored to calculate the 
actual cash value of an Individ- 
ual, And while money, as a mere 
token of exchange, is not come 
parable to the effective value of 
a person, some idea of the im- 
portance of the individual, in an 
economic way, may be gained 
from the fact that these estimates 
of the average individual’s econ- 
omic worth range from a mini- 
mum of $60,000 to a maximum of 
$125,000. 

It is evident then, laying all 
sentimental and altruistic con- 
siderations aside as having no 
part in a legalistic case for social 
security, that the individual ts 
the state’s most precious asset 
and that anything which pro- 
motes his welfare, content or any 
other factor protecting or ine 
creasing his productive capacity, 
is nationally sound and patriotic- 
ally essential.

How The “Black Market” Works 


Ramifications Ex ten d*... wii pay more than the legal 


Through All England 
and in All Lines

There is no doubt about the 
existence and ramifications of 
the black market. Its centre is 
in London, but the network ex- 
tends throughout the land, and 
Leeds and the North have their 
own problems, The fact that the 
clothing trade is concentrated in 


amount of black marketing in

ammount” jis used advisedly, for it 


is estimated by trade authorities | authorities and they investigate, 


that active participation in these 
deals is confined to two or three 
per cent of the population. 

Inquiries I have made leave no 
doubt about the ready trade that 
is going on, 

It is easy to retaj] accounts of 
mysterious “chiefs,” organized 
lorry thefts, dumps hidden in 
various parts of the country, and 
other dramatic trappings of the 
black market. Fantastic as they 
may seem, they do exist, The 
black market is operating on such 
a scale that there must be men to 
finance its initial operations, pro- 
vide the transport—continual use 
of stolen lorries would be dan- 
gerous—provide housing for the 
goods, and even travellers to sell 


them, 
Definition 


A definition of the term black 
market ig not easily made. The 
black market is something more 
than the selling of goods at pro- 
fiteering prices, In this article 
the black market is not consid- 
ered jn its petty sense but rather 
as the field of operations for a 
man who has goods to sell in con- 
travention of the law, 

It is a fact that in the clothing 
trade great numbers of false cou- 
pons have either been accepted 
by the .Board of Trade or em- 
ployed by crooks to swindle 
shopkeepers, Just how high this 
figure has reached it is imposs- 
ible to say. But it is affecting the 
whole basis of clothes rationing 
because the amount of cloth re- 
leased is related to the number of 
coupons allotted originally—66 
per person. With extra coupons 
flooding the market,: a large 
amount of this cloth has gone out 
to men who have forged coupons 
or otherwise swindled the Board 
of Trade, 

Even mre serious is the fact 
that, once the “coupons” have 
been accepted, it is impossible to 
trace them back later when they 
are found to be false, This is be- 
cause of the voucher system pre- 
pared to assist both the honest 
trader and the Board of Trade. 


Large quantities of rationed | fil 


textiles are disappearing. A trade 
authority told me that cases were 
constantly coming to his notice, 
“T have just heard of the dis- 
appearance of a van with vetween 
two and three thousand coupons’ 
worth of textiles,” he said. “Even- 
tually the van, empty, was found 
in a ditch, Obviously there is a 
market for that kind of thing. I 
have no doubt at all it is well 
organized. The man who steals a 
van full of textiles has watched 
the times of transport, and the 
days on which certain goods are 
ut in the van, 
is moment.” 
There have beeh a number of 
cases jn Leeds of vans being 
driven off and later found empty. 
Railway pilfering goes on, simi- 
larly. In another instance packets 
of coupons, left in an attache case 
in a car, were taken; and there 
are reasons for thinking that it 
was not just chance that coupons 
were among the contents, 


Tinned Goods 


Clothing is only one side of 
black market operations. An- 
other business man: told me of a 
friend who owns a warehouse. He 
contracted to store cases of tin- 
ned goods. When they arrived 
it was found that many of the 
cases had been opened and a 
number of tins extracted from 
each. Several thousand tins were 
missing, , 

In the food trade it is thought 
that black market foodstuffs are 
disposed of through unscrupulous 
cafe, restaurant and hotel pro- 
prietors. A check on such busie 
nesses is difficult. By buying in 
the black market, a manager can 
provide things that a more hon- 
est man may have difficulty in 
getting. 

The man dabbling in the black 
market seldom exposes himself 
to risk, He employs others as his 
travellers, ‘They call on small 
dealers and offer lines at prices 
considerably in excess of the 
authorized maximum prices. 

The temptation, of course, is a 
very real one. The trader may

Its version is that Mr. Churchill 
“and a small clique round him” 
are prepared by bringing Sir 
Stafford Cripps into the Cabinet 
to “let Communism ravage the 
English people while they them- 
selves hope to retain their pro- 
perty and influence”, They have, 
it seems, been working with Com- 
munism for years, and Communist 
activity here has been specializ- 
ing in attracting the younger 
nobility and the sons of war pro- 
fiteers. A sub-committee of this 
“Kremlin clique” consists of 
bishops of the Anglican Church, 
“who work in spiritual co-opera- 
tion with Bolshevism”. Sir Staf- 
ford has been a member of the 
organization since 1933 and Mr. 
Churchil) has spoken at its meet- 
ings. How odd that these things 
have been hidden from us. 

But stil] stranger and more 
dreadful] things are going on. A

The force of this argument in 
peacetime becomes ten times 
greater in wartime, when willing 
and enthusiastic manpower 
means all the difference between 
victory and defeat, 
Immediate 

The second consideration, with 
which this thesis was begun, 
namely that social security 
should be supported by its ultim- 
ate beneficiaries, applies with 
peculiar urgency at this moment, 

So long as some people with 
backward minds insist upon 
viewing social security as charity 
and to feel that it implies an un- 
equal charge upon the commun- 
ity, there is going to be bitter op- 
position to it. ’ 

The. immediate institution of 
all these pensions and allow- 
ances, in adequate measure, 
would involve the generous use 
of public funds. Public funds, 
however, mean nothing today 
when war finance has become no 
more than a matter of bookkeep- 
ing with the government siphon- 
ing all surpluses back into the 
treasury through high taxation. 

But social security need not 
rest upon public funds. It can 
richly support itself. 

Small, amazingly small, week- 
ly levies upon present salaries 
would soon build up funds of 
billions of dollars, capable of giv- 
ing our people social security in 
every sense. 

For a few cents a week, no one 
need worry about unemployment, 
the cost of ill-health or old age. 

It is this fact that makes it 
essential that Ottawa should 
launch a full social security pro- 
gram at this present session of 
parliament. 

For with the employment of 
employables at its all-time peak 
and with salaries higher than 
they have ever been before, there 
never has been and probably 
never will be again, such a fayor- 
able moment for inaugurating 
social security levies on salary. 

If Canada fails to establish a 
full social security program 
under these present circum- 
stances, Canada never will have 
such a program.

Little Man Takes Over 


FROM THE LONDON LISTENER 
A terrific snowstorm up in the 
north had piled snowdrifts eigh- 
teen to twenty feet deep on the 
road and railways round a key 
factory working for the Ministry 
of Supply. The telephone lines 
were down, the power cables 
were broken, work at the factory 
stopped and transport of mater- 
ials and products was held up. 

“Jones’—we'll call him that 
because he doesn’t wish his name 
to be known—was doing a very 
minor job, He knew that other 
factories were depending on the 
stopped plant. for parts with 
which to continue their own pro- 
duction, It was vit&l to get the 
factory going again immediately. 
The manager and managing di- 
rector were snowbound miles 
away so Jones decided to get 
cracking himself. 

The response when this little, 
middle-aged, baldish man started 
to give orders was electrical, 
Everybody jumped to it. When 
[hed ft the telephone lines re- 
paired, he.rang up the Royal Air 


Force and electricians were 
brought by plane to repair the 
power cables, Then he rang up 
the Navy. Material urgently 
needed was rushed to the fac- 
tory by sea. The Army gave most 
willing help in clearing the roads. 
Then the telephone batteries at 
the local Post Office began to 
fail. Jones snapped out orders 
and two snowbound motor-busses 
were dug out, drawn up outside 
the Post Office and used for re- 
charging the batteries. 

Meanwhile the local lifeboat, 
which Jones had ordered off at 
dawn, arrived with further elec- 
tricians. By nightfall of the fol- 
lowing day the power cables had 
been repaired, but still the elec- 
tricity failed to operate. It wasn't 
until the next morning that the 
fault was discovered and in the 
late afternoon the factory began 
to work again. Jones, almost ex- 
hausted by his efforts—at one 
time he was at it for 27 hours at 
a stretch—had the satisfaction of 
seeing a hold-up, which in peace 
time might have lasted weeks, 
overcome in days.

COLONY OF #0 HERE 

Opening his remarks Mr. Stephens 
said there were 40 Japanese Christ- 
jans in Edmonton. He understood 
that all the applicants were Christ- 
jans, and in every sense of the 
word patriotic and loyal citizens of 
Canada. They were either natural- 
ized or native born, and were 
anxious to bear their share of the 
nation’s war effort 


Sons of many of them had en- 
deavored to enlist in the nation’s 
armed forces, he stated. One 
Japanese i was accepted in the 
army here, he added, but since 
then no more Japanese are being 
recruited. 

He sald the position of Japanese 
who had embraced Christianity was 
extremely difficult, They, through 
that action, had cut themselves 
adrift from all agsociations with 
their homeland. In these Japanese 
there was none of the “war lord 
spirit of the Jap”. It is their mis- 
fortune that they are Japanese, he 
added. 

He said there was Jess danger in 
permitting these few Japanese to 
take up residence here than there 
was in permitting peoples of other 
races opposed to us in this struggle 
to go free, He expressed confidence 
that if given permission to come to 
Edmonton these Japanese would be 
found to be law abiding citizens. 


CAREFULLY INVESTIGATED 

Mr. Stephens added that before 
the British Columbia Security Com- 
mission would grant permission to 
any individuals to migrate from the 
coast in the manner proposed here 
it would be thoroughly satisfied 
that those so permitted to come here 
could be trusted. He gaid the 
R.C.M.P, must have thoroughly in- 
vestigated these people and report- 
ed favorably on them or they 
would be inteyned. 


Seconding Ald Bisset's motion 
Ald. Mrs. Clarke expressed the 
opinion that as these citizens were 
either naturalized or Canadian 
born we have a responsibility to 
them, and their freedom of action 
should not be taken from then un- 
til, through some action of theirs, 
they forfeited their citisenship. 

Ald. F. J. Mitchell was not op- 
posed to permission being granted 
them to come to Edmonton, but he 
wanted assurance from the British 
Columbia Security Commission that 


the municipality for any cause what- 
ever, and that, at the conclusion of 
the war they would return to British 
Columbia. 


GERMANS LOOSE 


“We have in Edmonton at pres- 
ent,” stated Ald. Sidney Parsons,

From some angles it seems that major ball should enjoy the best 
attendance it ever had this summer—nearly a million and # half 
more Americans are working this spring than were on payrolls a 
year ago, every one seems agreed that ball offers a wholesome and 
needed sort of recreation for people under the war strain, while tire 
and gas shortages will force folks to seek their amusement nearer 
home, 


On the other hand, these angles may be deceiving. Something like | 
a million young Americans are in training camps now who were po- 
tential game-goers last spring. Hundreds of thousands of others are 
oriving so hard on war jobs that they will not be taking time off from 
work or sleep to go to ball games unless the said games happen to coin- 
cide with their waking hours of leisure With most plants running 
three shifts, only one-third of the workers will find it convenient to 
go to games. 


Plenty of payroll money proves a paradox sometimes, In the last 
war, wages were so high that baseball attendance figures were deci- 
mated as workers refused to take time off or pass up chances to work 
overtime,

day and had nothing much to do but go to the game.

Another big question is whether or not the average American will |

Still another puzzling question is that of how the women will 
respond to baseball this season, The average American gal is 
right up to her pretty cars in war activities of a dozen different kinds 
right now—-just about as busy as her Canadian sisters, It appears as 
if there will be a sharp decline in feminine attendance. 


Yet another angle is that the U. S. war production has brought a 
vast re-arrangement of working populations. Much of the plant system 
of the nation is scattered away from major league centres. At the same | 
time the curtailment of production of coNsumer goods has thrown hun- | 
dreds of thousands out of employment in big centres like Chicago, New | 
York, Philadelphia and so on. Until these workers are absorbed back 
into war plants now being completed, they will not be spending much 
for amusements. 

All of these angles have been foreseen by the ball moguls, but no 
one can tell just what the public reaction will be until the leagues get 
started. This is why attendance figures this afternoon will be studied 
more eagerly than box scores by club executives.

Iran Breaks 
Off Relations 
With Nippon 


TEHERAN, Iran, April 14— 
(AP)—Iran severed diplomatic 
felations with Japan today, cutting 
off the fountain head of Axis 
Propaganda to Islam neighbors of 
this Allied-occupied Asiatic king- 
dom on the supply route to Russia 
and the eastern Mediterranean, 
The Iranian (Persian) gOvern- 
ment notified Japanese Minister 
Hikotaro IchikaWa that he must 
leave within a week with his six 
diplomatic and military attaches. 

The rupture of relations followed 
removal of six ‘major Axis agents to 
a remote section of southeast Iran. 


TRACED TO LEGATION 

The British and United States 
legations were informed of the 
Iranian-Japanese break. 

A stream of Axis propaganda had 
been traced to the Japanese lega- 
tion after Iran broke relations with 
Germany and Italy and became the 
ally of Britain and Russia last 
August 

Pamphlets issued from the lega- 
tion included a serics of denials of 
the atrocities in Hong Kong. Other 
propaganda denied Britain had shot 
down or damaged 57 planes in the 
opening raid on Ceylon, or that 
Chiang Kai-Shek had visited India. 


SUBSIDIZE LEADERS 

These pamphlets were circulated 
among the native population, and 
large sums of money were digstrib- 
uted among Iranian leaders who 
were entertained lavishly and en- 
couraged to criticize the United 
Nations. 

(A. British-Russian-Iranian pact 
of alliance, based on principles of 
the Atlantic Charter, was signed in 
Teheran Jan. 29, five months after 
cessation of hostilities launched 
with an invasion‘of that rich king- 
dom by Russian and British troops. 

(Iran (Persia) lits midway be- 
tween North African battlegrounds 
and India, and is a likely route for 
any attempted junction of German 
and Japanese armies. Her govern- 
ment is in the hands of 22-year-old 
Mahammed Shah Pahlavi, who suc- 
ceeded to the throne upon the abdi- 
cation of his father, Reza Shah Pah- 
lavi, Sept. 17, 1941.)

He jeferred to Christ's illustra- 
tion of the two houses—one built 
on sand and the other founded on 
rock —to point out the danger of 
reconstructing civilization upon un- 
founded principles. 

Every decent, honest, healthy 
man should be regarded as a dis- 
tinct asset and not a liability. In a 
well-ordered state every man pro- 
duces more than he consumes and 
the commonwealth is thereby en- 
riched, the commissioner stated. 

The approach to the economic 
clause in the Atlantic Charter must 
be a spiritual one based on the 
following Christian ethic, “How 
much can I put into this, rather 
than how much can I get out of it,” 
he remarked. 

The solution to all our problems, 
be they. personal, family, tribal, 
national and international, lies in 
the practical application of the 
Christian ethic, ‘therefore all things 
whatsoever. ye would that men do 
to you, do ye even so to them,” he 
said.

“The church did not prevent the 
war, neither did the financiers, the 
statesmen, the scientists, labor 
unions, nof the League of Nations,” 
he said. ‘We will have in future, 
just the kind of world we are pre- 
pared for. Scientific inventions can 
be used by devils or angels of 
mercy. Science has done a great 
deal for Russia,” he said. “But even 
they are turning back to religion, 
and today are increasingly re- 
tigious.” 


NEW ORDER 

“People are thinking about a 
new order,” said Dr. Wilson, “and 
you cannot prevent them from 
planning a better world. Churchill 
and Roosevelt themselves, have 
looked to the future settlement of 
the world at their famous meeting, 
and the resulting “Atlantic Chart- 
er,” which lays, tentatively, the de- 
mands of a new order for the fut- 
ure. There are so many different 
groups, so many different plans,” 
he went on, “but the church with 
its 630 millions of people will have 
a say in the future establishment 
of the world.”

Shortage of manpower within 
the 24-year-old age limit tn the 
Edmonton district, resulting “from 
the large number of men who 
are engaged in war industries in 
this area” was reported by Na- 
tional War Services Board offi- 
clals, on Tuesday. 


Officials pointed out that many 
postponements have been ordered 
in .cases where trained men are 
engaged in vital war industries, and 
this has resulted in the age limits 
being advanced in order to keep 
up with the current quotas. 

Men within the 25-year-old age 
limit, those who have reached the 
age of 25 since July 1, 1940, will 
soon be called up for military ser- 
vice in M.D. 13, under the Mob. 
ilization Act, officials of the board 
stated on Tuesday.

A bill covering the scheme has pass- 
ed first reading in the House of 
Commons and will be taken up soon 
after the session resumes, It pro- 
vides for insurance against bombing 
and other war risks affecting homes 
and buildings, and uniform rates 
throughout the country are likely to 
be offered to the Canadian people. 
As far as possible in its venture 
into war risk insurance, the gov- 
ernment will use existing insurance 
facilities. The fire insurance com- 
panies will handle the business at 
cost, it is understood, as agents, Mr.
